Constantine, 14 Garville avenue, Rathgar, 
through his father, Francis Constantine, 
claimed damages for personal and other 


injuries sustained by the plaintiff by reason 
of the alleged. negligence of the defendant, 
Thomas Boylan, 45 Frankfort avenue, Rath- 
gar, his servants or agents, in the driving and 
management of a motor cycle at Rathgar road 
on January 14th, 1925. | 

The plaintiff, in his statement of claim, 
alleged that the defendant’s motor cycle was 
driven at an excessive speed on the wrong 
side of the road and that no horn was sounded. 
He was ktiocked down, and his skull was frac- 
tured, and he was much cut and bruised. 

The defendant, in his defence, traversed the 
alleged cause of action. He denied negligence,

INJURED GIRL’S APPEAL 
REFUSED. 

(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR, JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

An appeal came on for hearing on behalf of 
the plaintiff in the case of Murphy v. the 
Dublin United Tramways Company (1896), 
Ltd., from the verdict and judgment at the 
trial before Mr, Justice Hanna and a city 
common jury. 

The action was brought by Kathleen 
Murphy, a schoolgirl, aged ten years (suing 
by her mother, Ellen Murphy), of 2 Avondale 
avenue, North Circular road, claiming £2,500 
damages for personal injuries sustained 
through the alleged negligence of the defend- 
ants’ servants in the driving and management 
of a tramcar near Phibsborough Church on 
the 19th March last. 

It was now sought that the verdict and 
judgment should have been entered for the 
plaintiff, as the intention of the jury was to 
award the plaintiff £120; or, in the alterna- 
tive, that a new trial of the action should 
he ordered. The grounds on which the 
»plication: by way of appeal was made 

ere, amongst others, that there was no 
(@.idence upon which the jery could have 
reas-nabjw found as they did, and that their 
finding was against the: evidence and the 
weight of evidence especially, as having 
regard toythe tender age of the plaintiff, 
there was no evidence of contributory negli- 
gence on her part. 

Mr. W. J. Gleeson and Mr. C. 8. Camp- 
bell (instructed by Mr. Joseph Gleeson) 
appeared for the appellant and plaintiff; and 
Mr. P. Lynch, K.C.; Mr. J. M. Fitzgerald, 
K.C., and Mr. Joseph J. Mooney (iristructed 
by Messrs. Casey, Clay and Collins) for the 
respcndents and defendants. 

It appeared from the evidence that plaintiff 
was proceeding to 10 o’clock Mass in Phibs- 
bore’ Church on the date mentioned, and 
when crossing the road diagonally towards 
the church gate she was struck by a tramcar 
coming from the Phenix Park, and seriously 
injured on the right hand and head, two of 
her fingers having to be amputated, while a 
third finger was also injured. She was in 
hospital for three weeks. 

The defence was a traverse of the alleged 
cause of action; a denial of the alleged negli- 
gence, and a plea that the entire occurrence 
was due to the plaintiff's own negligence. 

In the particulars it was stated for the 
defence that the plaintiff was running on the 
footpath on the right-hand side of the tram 
and its driver; that she was running off the 
footpath and up again, and then suddenly, 
without warning and without looking where 
she was going, she ran across the road and 
against the :ight-hand side of the tram, 
which she struck near the front at the mm 
of the driver'g platíorm. She then fell an 
her hand, passing under part of the tram, 
received the injuries mentioned. 

In reply to the questions left to them wy 
Mr. Justice Hanna the jury found that the 
defendants were guilty of negligence; that 
the plaintiff was guilty of contributory negli- 
gence, and that the motor-man could not 
have avoided the result of the plaintiff's 
contiibatory negligence. They also wrote on 
the back of the issue paper: “ We find for 
the plaintiff, £120.” 

In support of the appeal it was contended 
that the findings of the jury were incon- 
sistent; that their evident intention was to 
find a verdict ‘or the plaintiff, and that under 
the circumstances a new trial of the action 
should be ordered. 

The Comt. without calling on counsel for 
the defendanis, dismissed the appeal.

Miss O’Farrelly maintained that if the 
universities were to produce a decent body 
of citizens more must be done towards their 
physical development. 

Professor J. Doyle suggested that an addi- 
tional afternoon, free from lectures, should 
be devoted to sports each week. 

Senator Barniville explained that the three 
rivals to the success of athletic clubs in a 
university were the slacker, the incurable 
stewpot, and the man who feared he would 
not excel.

In Dáil Éireann yesterday President 
Cosgrave asked for leave to introduce a 
Bill to give the force of law to the agree- 
ment which was made in London last week 
between the Governments of the Free 
State, Great Britain and Northern Ire- 
land. For the purpose of avoiding un- 
necessary delay, he proposed the sus- 
pension of Standing Orders so that the 
second stage of the Bill might be taken 
immediately, but, as a result of the 
obstructive tactics of the opposition, re- 
inforced on this occasion by certain 
members of Cumann na nGaedheal, a 
great deal of time was wasted in barren 
argument, and the debate must be con- 
tinued to-day. . The President's speech on 


probably the most statesmanlike utterance 
that ever he has made. Its tone was 
altogether admirable. He offered the Dail 
‘a complete justification of the Govern- 
ment’s conduct in the crisis that had been 
created by Dr, MacNeill’s withdrawal 
from the Boundary Commission, and 
proved once more, if further proof were 
necessary, that he and his colleagues of 
the Executive Council, despite their inex- 
perience and their occasional mistakes, 
possess the gift of imaginative intelligence 
in a very marked degree. When they 
went to London the outlook hardly 
could have been graver. The award 
of the Boundary Commission was 
imminent, and the highest legal authori- 
ties had decided that its publication 
would endow it with the fullest force 
of law. In the President’s words, the en- 
forcement of the award would -have been a 
national calamity. The situation not only 
was saved, but the whole aspect of Ire- 
land’s problem was changed hy the result 
of the Downing street negotiations. 
President Cosgrave and Mr. O’Higgins 
faced an almost hopeless position with 
courage and high faith, They were met by 
the repreagntatives of Britain and Northern 
Ireland, as they freely admit, in the 
spirit which they themselves carried into 
conference ; and they came back to Ireland 
bringing with them an instrument of peace 
and hope for the whole Irish nation, As 
Mr. O’Higgins declared yesterday, the 
effect of the agreement on Ireland is more 
important than its effect either on the Free 
State or on the.Six County area. That 
point of view reveals the vision of a states- 
man. Ireland’s unity never will be achieved 
until it is adopted by the whole people ; 
and we rejoice that they have been given 
an inspiring lead by the men whose efforts 
in London have been rewarded with such 
magnificent results. 

We may discount the opposition which 
‘is being offered to the passage of the Bill 
through the Dáil. Every vote cast against 
the agreement is a vote for the enforce- 
ment of the Feetham-Fisher boundary 
line, which, as President Cosgrave was 
careful to point out, still is in existence 
and will disappear only when the agree- 
ment has been ratified both in Dublin and 
in London. There is no third choice. 
Fortunately, the defections from the 
Government's party are almost negligible, 
and there is little doubt that the Bill will 
pass. into law with a large majority. Most 
of the discussion yesterday, as we think, 
was quite irrelevant, The terms of the 
agreement:are far less important than the 
agreement itself.

England’s Recovery. 

The interesting, if inelegantly phrased, 
question, “Is England Done?” has evoked 
gloomy opinions from many eminent 
Now comes Colonel 
Harvey, late United States Ambassador 
in London, to add a dismal shaking of 
the head in this unofficial consultation on 
John Bull’s woes. Writing in an American 
review, Colonel Harvey declares that 
England is burdened with a load of taxa- 
tion so immense that English manufac- 
turers and traders cannot hope to maintain 
their leadership in the commercial world. 
Britain’s. war debts .impose an annual 
demand for interest-that cripples industry. 
By Colonel Harvey's computation the 
national debt in England amounts to 44 
dollars per capita, against one-tenth of 
that sum in Germany,. one-seventh in 
America and less than one-third in France, 
The English shipyards, he points out, are 
virtually at a stand-still, and no effort 
can attract orders for ships from foreign 
yards, which are able to build vessels with 
lower costs for labour and all “ overhead ”’ 
charges. We do not share Colonel 
Harvey's pessimism, England is suffering 
from the effects of the war more heavily 
than any of her Allies: but she has larger 
resources of age-accumulated wealth and 
world-wide prestige on which to draw in 
the lean years, There is no unemployment 
in France, while a million men stand idle 
in England; but France cannot balance 
her Budgets, while English credit :tands 
as high and strong as ever. A new sub- 
vention is required by the British Govern- 
ment to meet the unanticipated magnitude 
of the subsidy to the coal mines; but the 
English workers have not been driven to 
desperate straits for daily bread, as in the 
bad years of former times. 

It may be that England's chief danger 
lies in those very resources which are her 
security. Englishmen are so far accus- 
tomed to a high standard of living and 
easy hours of work that they are slow to 
realise that a period of stringericy has 
come upon their land. They are reluctant, 
as the saying goes, to put their shoulders 
to the wheel, because they have yet to te 
persuaded of the need for exertion and 
sacrifice of ease. Mr. Baldwin's Govern- 
ment has grappled wisely with the need 
for the reconstruction of British economy. 
The return to the gold standard has 
restored British credit to its cherished pre- 
eminence wherever there are cargoes to 
be bought or sold throughout the world. 
Insistence on the need for Imperial co- 
operation has opened up large markets in 
the Dominions and Colonies. What is 
needed now is an overhauling of the whole 
system of manufacture and exchange 'n 
Britain, reducing wastage and duplication 
of effort. This is the process. which has 
brought down production in 
America and raised the value of wages 
above anything seen before in the worid 
Simplification and _ standardisation in 
industry and commerce have multiplied 
American wealth. British industry and 
commerce, on the other hand, are pro- 
ceeding in the same leisurely, clumsy and 
old-fashioned way as in days before the 
war. Not until England has adapted her 
industries to the new conditions of the 
world, and still failed to recover and hold 
the lead among industrial nations, will it 
be time to talk despairingly of a Finis 
Britannia. With slowness and delibera- 
tion England is grappling with her 
problem ; and all the dire prognostications 
of young men in a hurry and of hustling 
Americans will be confuted in due time.

The third quartet of the 
afternoon was Beethoven's in C minor—not 
the wonderful C minor quartet of the com- 
poser’s: last days, but No. 4 of that early 
group of quartets known as the Lobkowitz 
set, opus 18. Still earlier in his career 
Beethoven’ had received from one of his 
patrons a commission to furnish three string 
uartets, and after many attempts to write 
t had given up, dissatisfied with his 
efforts. . He was better pleased with the 
Lobkowitz set. ‘“‘It is only now,” he told 


a friend, “that I know how to write 
quartets.”, 
The t well-defined groups of Beethoven 


string gjuartets belong one to each of his 
three recognised ‘‘periods,’’ and present a 
perfect view of the composer’s development : 
first, the six quartets of opus 18; then the 
Rasoumowsky set of the middle period (opus.

“ ROMOLA.” 


>»veellent film. version of George Eliot’s story 
of the stirring days of Savonorola and the 
Medici in fifteenth century Florence, Lilian 
and Dorothy Gish have created for them- 
selves a masterpiece. ‘‘ Romola '' is not, from 
the point of view of narrative, the best of 
jeorge Eliot’s stories; and, though it does 
portray with wonderful fidelity the life of 
the times, it does not compare as a story 
with “ Adam Bede’’ or “ The Mill on The 
Fioss,"” by both of which George Eliot will 
be remembered in literary history. Indeed, 
‘*Romola’”’ films better than it reads. It is 
a fairly good test of the quality of the film 
that one came away from La Scala Theatre 
feeling that one would like to see it again. 

In ‘“‘Romola’’ Lilian Gish portrays the 
idea! daughter, devoted to her blind scholar 
father, so remarkably well that it is difficult 
to see how the part, could be better filled. 
Yet, Dorothy Gish, in the lesser part of 
Tessa, the milk and garlic seller, succeeds 
in bringing into the play, with her wonderful 
vivacity and “ rampageousness,”’ an element of 
tumour that it would otherwise have sadly 
lecked. For “ Romola’’ is a sad play, brim- 
ful of sad incidents which must always 
accompany revolutionary changes such as that 
portrayed in the film. In praise of the beau- 
tiful photography of the picture too much 
cannot be said; the carnival scenes, the 
wonderful interiors of Florentine houses and 
churches, and the Leaning Tower of Pisa are 
excellently done, and on this ‘account alone 
the film is well worth seeing.

MAJOR-GENERAL SIR FRANCIS 
EUSTACE, 


Major-General Sir Francis John William 
Eustace’ K.C.B., died yesterday at Bath, :.t 
the age of 76. The soli of the late A. T. 
Eustace-Malpas, of Rochestown, County 
Dublin, he vas educated at Somersetsh:re 
College, Bath, and the Royal Military 
Academy, Woolwich. He joined the Royal 
Artillery in 1670. 
Major-Geneal Eustace was present in the 
autumn of 1877 at the Schipka Pass and the 
of the Balkans during the Russo- 
Turkish War, and received the Turkish war 
medal from the Sultan for Red Cross services. 
He served throughout the Afghan War f 
1878-1880, and was awarded the medal. 
In the Boer War, 1899 to 1900, he was 
on the staff of Sir John French (afterwards 
Lord Ypres) as A.A.G., R.H.A.; received 
the medal, with six «lasps; was several times 
mentioned in despatches and was created C.B. 
Major-General Eustace was Aide-de-Camp to 
Sir Donald M. Stewart, Commander-in-Chief 
in India from 1882 t 1883, and from 1896 to 
1899 he commanded the Royal Horse Artillery 
at Aldershot. Other posts which he heid 
were : Commandant of the School of Gunnery 
for Royal Horse and Field Artillery; and 
Majcr-Gieneral on the Staff commanding the 
Royal Artillery, Aldershot, from 1904 to 1907 
when, he retired. In 1919 he was appointed 
Commandant of the Royal Artillery. 
Major-General Sir Francis Eustace married,

The text of the Bill was available to 
members in the Lobby immediately after 
the Prime Minister had presented it, and 
there was a great rush to secure a copy 
As will be seen, the Bill is one that is not 
open to reconstruction or amendment, 
since it simply enacts in legal phrase- 
ology the agreement reached on Thursday 
last. The agreement is set out in due 
schedule to the Bill. It is still expected 
that the Bill will pass through both 
Houses to-morrow without a division, 
though it is almost certain that there wil!

YOUNG WOMAN’S STORY 
OF ADVENTURE, 


Three Englishmen, alleged’ to. have been 
concerned in espionage at several French

The story is told in a Reuter telegram from 
Paris. The young woman is charged. with 
being in the service of a foreign Power, for

Monseil herself almost escaped arrest, She 
was coming back to Paris from the air bases 
at Cuera ant St. Raphael when, in the 
train, she read of the arrest of a man named 
Lionel Wiet.

_ Although Wiet is charged only with the 
illegal wearing of uniform and decorations, 
according to the Tempa, he tried to obtain 
information regarding: plans in the possession 
of the Experimental «Committee, working 
under the direction of the Under-Secretariat 
of State for Aeronautics.

the final court of appeal, with the machinery 
set up with the concurrence of both sides for 
negotiating the settlement of railway wages 
disputes, is vastly more representative in 
character than the Central Wages Board.

Wylie) is appointed by the members of the 
Board from a panel of three” nominated by 
the representatives of the users of the rail- 
ways, of whom four are selected as follows:— 
One by the Dublin Chamber of Commerce, 
one by the Belfast Chamber of Commerce, 
and two by the Irish Trades Union Congress 
(one Southern and one Northern), The rail- 
way companies have six representatives and 
the railway trade unions six, making a total, 
including the chairman, of seventeen.

KING’S CUP GOES TO 
SCOTLAND. 


The King and the Prince of Wales were 
among the early prize-winners at the Smith- 
field Club Cattle Show, which opened at the 
Agricultural Hall, Islington, yesterday. As 
a matter of fact, the ‘first tickets of the day 
were allccated to the Prince of Wales in a 
class of young shorthorn steers, when the 
Prince was awarded first and second prises. 
The King won a first and a third for pens of 
two pigs, each of the Berkshire breed. 

Foot-and-mouth disease has to some extent 
robbed the Smithfield Fat Stock Show of 


among young stock, for the reasou that one 
ef the regulations requires that all cattle 
shown at this exhibition must be slaughtered 
within a few days of the conclusion of the 
show. This has precluded the baby beeves 
from competing, as it is considered a destruc- 
tion of potential food to have the youngsters 
sent to the shambles so early. 

In the forenoon expert opinion favoured 
for the coveted honour the Scottish national 
champion belonging to Alexander Reid, of 
Ballindalloch, a fine black cross-bred. This 
great animal scales fully 161 cwts., and since 
last week, when it carried away the Grand 
Championship at Edinburgh, it has thriven 
so well, notwithstanding its journey across 
the T'weed amid snow and fog and biting 
frosts, that it weighed 2lb. additional at the 
end of the journey. Last year’s champion 
owner, Mr. Cridlan, of Maisemore, Glouces- 
ter, was a notable absentee again on account 
of the cattle disease. 

There js a magnificent display of pigs, some 
of ‘which appeared so comfortable—pig 
breeders do not like the word bulky—that the 
attendants had considerable difficulty in get- 
ing them to parade before the” judges, and, 
indeed, the parade when it took aa was 
actually a waddle.

A SHAKESPEARE PLAY. 
HENRY VI., PARTS 1, 2 AND 3. 

A meeting of the British Empire Shakos 
peare Society was held last might in the 
Molesworth Hall, Dublin. Mr. J. F. Homan 
presided, in the absence, through illness, of 
Professor W. F. Trench. Dr. J. D. A. John- 
son, F-R.H.S., gave a lecture on ‘‘ Henry 
VI.,”’ Parts 1, 2, and 3. 

When we read the history plays of Shakes 
peare in their historical order, Dr. Johnson 
said, we cannot help being struck by the 
extraordinary change of style when we pass 
from King Henry V. to King Henry VL; 
but then we remember that this play is 
among the earliest work of Shakespeare. It 
is doubtful whether any of the three parts, 
either as they appear in the folio, or the 
two other plays in quarto on which Parts I. 
and II. are founded, were written by Shakes- 
peare at all. i 

For those of us who cannot follow up this 
difficult question for ourselves it may be 
safest to rely on the sound judgment of 
Sidney Lee. *‘ Criticism,’ he says, “ has 
proved beyond doubt that in each of the 
three parts of Henry VI. Shakespeare, with 
varying energy, revised and expanded other 
mens work,” Talbot, who is the great hero 
of Part L, had a good deal to do with Tre. 
land. In 1414, while still only Sir John 
Talbot, he was appointed King’s Lieutenant, 
the highest of the various titles given to the 
Irish Governor by Henry V. He landed at 
Dalkey on the 10th of November. By 
marriage he acquired lands’ in Westmeath, 
as well as the office of Lord Seneschal, or 
High Steward of Ireland—a title held down 
to the present day by the Earl of Shrewsbury. 
Again, in 1446, when Earl of Shrewsbury, he 
was appointed King’s Lieutenant, and was 
granted the’ Earldom of Waterford and the 
Barony of Dungarvan. It is doubtful whether 
the scenes in which Joan of Arc is introduced 
were written by Shakespeare at all. There 
is such inconsistency between the earlier and 
later scenes that 1 is difficult to Imagine 
that they were written by the same hand. 
It is only in the last scene that Joan is made 
repellant. 

At least thirty of Shakespeare's plays have 
been performed in Dublin, but none of the 
three parts of Henry VI. is apparently in- 
eluded in the list. It may be mentioned that 
the only performance of ‘‘ Love’s La! our's 
Lost ” given in Dublin, or in lreland, which 
can be traced, is that given by the Dublin 
Branch of the British Empire Shakespeare 
Society in Lord Iveagh's gardens in 1919.
